8 8 with a pain in the 
Privaties, then there appears an erup- 
tion on the Nut of the Penis, ſome- 
thing like to a ſpot of the Meaſles, after 
which a morbid diſcharge of matter flows 
from the Yard, which daily changes its 
colour and becomes more perulent, and 
very yellow, ſoon after it grows greener, 
and looks as if it were of many colours, 
mixed with blood. 


To 
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To theſe ſymptoms may be added the 
Cordee, or, Priapiſm, ſwelled Teſticles, 
Inſlammations, Excoriation, Chancres, 
Phymoſis, Paraphymoſis, Venereal Warts, 
a great heat and difficulty in making 
water, ſmall watery Bladders called Cry- 
ſtallines, and at length ſwellings ; or, Bu- 
boes in the groin, which when they ap- 
pear a confirmed Pox is near at hand. 


Sometimes the matter flows from the 
Urethra, in a few days after the infection 
is received, and at other times it may be 
twelve or fourteen days, with a kind of 
an itching and titilation within fide the 
Nut of the Penis. When the Urethra 
has been excoriated with long running of 
Acrimonious Pus, nature breeds a ſoft 
ſpongy fleſh, to ſupply the defect, which 
daily increaſes, forms Caruncles in the

urinary paſſage, and ſtops the afflicted 


from making water. 


Ill timed aſtringent medicines, cauſe 
C the 
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the Sanies, or, matter that ſhould have 


ran off by the Gonorrhæa, to ſettle, or, 
be tranſlated to the Scrotum, which is 


the general cauſe of one or both Teſticles 


ſwelling, with an immoderate heat and 
anguiſh, at which time the running ge- 
nerally decreaſes. 


Doctor Boerhaave in his definition of 


the diſorder, ſays, That the time of 
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imbibing the infection is when the 


Penis begins to ſubſide from its turged 


ſtate when in the Venereal Paroxyſm, 
and enters the cells of the Corpus 
Spongioſum of the Glans, which is 
wrapped up in two Membranes and 
continued all the way up to the neck 
of the Bladder, ſo that the ſlighteſt con- 
tagion is eaſily propagated, the ſpongy 
ſubſtance of the Urethra is a continu- 
ation pf the Glans Penis; and when 
once the poiſon has made its way into 
the Membrana Celluloſæ, it immediately 

produces a ſmall ulcer, attended with 
« a yellowiſh

a yellowiſh diſcharge, almoſt void of 
« tenacity, and when dried upon the li- 
“ nen it leaves a greeniſh ſtain, this filthy 
© matter feeds upon the fatty texture of 
« the part.” | 


The reader will be pleaſed to obſerve, 
that the greater the infection, the more 
violent and obſtinate the diſorder is to re- 
move, tho' it ſeldom brings on a Pox, un- 
leſs the diſcharge is imprudently ſtopped, 
by the prepoſtrous uſe of ſudorifics and 
aſtringent medicines, for as I mentioned 
before, on the ſuppreſſion of the diſcharge 
of the virulent matter from the Urethra, 
there appear Buboes, ſwelled Teſticles, 
and Scrotum, Caruncles, and other alarm- 
ing ſymptoms, and what is worſe than all, 
the next thing to be dreaded 1s a confirm- 
ed Pox. Therefore take notice that the 
more regular the diſcharge is made, the 
more mild the ſymptoms are. 


If the parts are much inflamed, the 
C 2 lower 
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lower the patient lives the better, ſmall 


liquors if they paſs off by urine very quick 


are uſeful, and, in order to prepare the 
body for the reception of the Friars 
DRops, take ten or twelve ounces of blood 
from the arm, at the firſt appearance of 
the diſorder, eſpecially if the patient be 
plethoric it will be of the utmoſt ſervice. 
The next day, take the following cooling 
purge, which you may have made up 
at any druggiſt ſhop. 


Decoction of Senna, three ounces, Syrup 
of Buckthorn, and bitter purging Salts, 
of each half an ounce, Cream of Tartar, 


bree Drachms, Sal Prunel, two Scru- 


ples, Powaer of Gum Arabic, two 
Drachms. fo 


Theſe are to be mixed together, and to 
be taken early in the morning, and work- 
ed off with warm thin gruel. 


Dur.nz. the time you are under cure 
| you 
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you muſt abſtain from all oily food, and 
avoid every thing which ſtimulates to ve- 
nery, ſuch as hot ſpices, &c. and take 
great care that cold never reaches the Pe- 
nis, and if convenient bathe it in warm 
Water and Milk as often as you can, 
which will keep the pores open, that 
otherwiſe might repel the flux of matter 
and retard the cure. 


If there is no diſcharge of running nei- 
ther firſt nor laſt from the Penis it 1s called 
Gonorrhæa ſicca, or DRY CL Ap, the ſymp- 
toms of which are a difficulty of making 
water, and ſome little pain after you have 
done, in the cure of this Clap, bleeding 
will be of the utmoſt ſervice in the begin- 
ning of the diſtemper, and the Private 
Parts ſhould be ſc.nented very often in 
the day with a decoction made of Mal- 
lows, Linſeed, Camomile Flowers, &c. 
boiled in milk and water, but water alone 
will do. In this caſe, when the Parts are 
much mflamed the patient ſhould take 


great 
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great care that he makes uſe of no kind of 
Mercury, either by the mouth, or by a- 
nointing with it. If the inflammation 
runs high and threatens an Abſceſs out- 
wardly in the Perinzum, you muſt ap- 
ply poultices to that part, to bring it to 
ſu ppuration that the matter may be diſ- 
charged in a proper manner. I ſhall now 
proceed to define the nature of every 
ſymptom here deſcribed, and give direct 
methods of Cure of the external erup- 
tions, which ſhall be delivered in Engliſh, 
that people of every capacity may inform 
themſelves the particulars of ſo loathſome 
a complaint, and know what to apply to 
the parts affected to procure themſelves 
immediate relief. 


CHAP. 
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CHAT. 


Hernia Humoralis : 
O R, 
Swelling of the TESTICLES. 


HE N the patient is afflicted with 
an inflammation and ſwelled Teſ- 
ticles, he muſt immediately loſe about 
twelve ounces of blood, and repeat it again 
two days after, and in the interim, he may 
make a decoction to foment them in the 
following manner. A 


Take Mallow-roots, and Linſeed, of each an ounce, 
boil them in two quarts of Milk till half be evapora- 
ted, and with a piece of flannel foment the Scrotum as 


hot as you can bear it every hour : Or, make uſe of 
the following Poultice. 


Take Lilly-roots, Henbane, leaves of Mallows, 
and Branca Urfina of each one ounce, boil them in a 


quart 
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quart of Milk till they are of the confiſlance of a mu- 
cilage, then mix wwith them half an ounce of the Flows- 
er of Linſeed, and two ounces of the Oil of Lillies, 
and apply it to the Teſlicles ſpread on a cloth very 
warm ; this may be repeated every evening and mora- 


ing. 


After the inflammation is abated, take 
the purge that is preſcribed in the firſt 
chapter. During the uſe of theſe applica- 
tions, a ſuſpenſory Bandage ſhould be 
complied with to keep the Teſticles tight 
up, which will be a means of giving eaſe 
to the afflicted. If the inflammation and 
ſwelling, will not give way to the foment- 
ation, nor to the poultice, give eight 
grains of Turbith Mineral as a vomit, 
which will cauſe a revulſion, this vomit is 
to be repeated once or twice a week; or, 
as occaſion requires ; or, till the Tumour 
{ubſides, then purge off the relicks, with 
the following purging draught. 


Take 
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Take Falap in powder, and Cream of 
Tartar of each thirty grains, Oil of An- 
niſeed fix drops, Syrop of Buckthorn, half 
an ounce, mix the whole in à cup of warm 
tea, and drink it off early in the morning, 
and drink liberally of warm water gruel. 


For inflammation and ſwelling of the 
Teſticles, our Englith ſurgeons generally, 


make uſe of a poultice made of Bean 


Flower, Oxymel of Squills, with a little 
Oil of Roſes; or, Ointment of Elder, to 
keep it from growing ſtiff; or hard. 
They alſo purge the patient briſkly with 
Mercury and ſimple Colocynth Pills. 


When you have done all before ordered, 


and 1t does not reduce the ſwelling, and 
are certain that Pus is formed in the Scro- 
tum, it muſt be lanced, and if it termi- 
nate to a fiſtulous Ulcer, it may be remo- 


ved by rubbing into the part affected 


about one drachm, of the Stronger Blue 
Ointment; or, Unguentum Cæruleum 
— Fortius 
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Fortius every evening when going to bed. 


Then proceed and take the Friars Drops 
as by the direction given with each bottle. 


CHAP. It. 
Of B UB O ES. 


HERE are two kinds of Venereal 

Buboes, the firſt is eſſential, hap- 
pening immediately after Coition with an 
unclean perſon : the ſecond ſymptomati- 
cal, which follows the ſuppreſſion of the 
Gonorrhæa; or, drying up the ulcera- 
tion: Aſtruc mentions three Buboes ; the 


third he ſays does not appear fo early as 


the two before-mentioned, and is therefore 
a pathognomonie ſign of a Lues Venerea. 


To diſſolve the induration of any Bu- 
boe, you are to rub into the parts two 
drachms of ſtrong Mercurial Ointment, 
begin upon the tumor and rub it into 


every 
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every part of your privities, quite up to 
your fundament, the next day you are to 
take a ſtrong doſe of Jalap, that is from 
forty grains, to fixty, mixt in a cup of 
warm tea, and work it off with thin gruel, 
the ointment to be continued every night, 
and a purge to be taken as before, once in 


two or three days. The patients common 


drink ſhould be made as follows. 


Take of purified Quick-filver, two 
ounces, bot it in four quarts of fpring 
water, till one half be evaporated, then 
pour it off, and it is fit for uſe, the ſame 
 Quick-filver, will be ſufficient to make all 
that you will have occaſion for if you take 
care to ſave 1t. But if you find that the 
induration daes not diſſolve and go off 
in a few days, take half an ounce of 


the Mercurial Ointment, and rub in as 


before directed, at the fame time be- 


ſure to purge it oft within two or three 
days, and keep yourſelf from taking cold.

This method of treating Buboes is 
ſound and warrantable practice, and I ne- 
ver knew it to fail in any ſingle inſtance, 
but if there is matter already formed in 
the Bubo, then the before-mentioned 
practice will be very injurious to the pa- 
tients conſtitution, by infuſing the matter 
again into the blood, inſtead of which I 
recommend the ſtrongeſt ſuppuratives to 
be applied as a Cataplaſm to the parts af- 
fected. 


Take of the roots of Mallows, Lillies, 
Cummin, and Linſeeds in powder, of each 
an ounce, boil them in a quart of ſtale beer 
grounds, till they are to the conſiſtence of a 
paſte, then ſpread them upon a piece of 
coarſe linen, and apply it as warm as it 
can be ſuffered, every morning and evening, 


When you perceive they are fit to be 
opened, let the operation be performed 
by ſome ſurgeon who underſtands his bu- 
ſineſs, who will apply every proper remedy 

| to 
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to draw off the foul matter from the blood 
and juices, which is the moſt likely me- 
thod to be depended on to obtain a ſound 
and perfect cure.

Of Carnoſities and Caruncles. 


H E s E are ulcers in the Urethra, 

Citarices left behind after healing 
ſuch Ulcers, Caruncles, a Schirrus on the 
Verumonianum; or, Caput Gallinaginis, 
indurations of the Proſtatæ and Viſiculæ Se- 
minales, Carnoſities riſing in, and ſtrait- 
ening the Canal. In all theſe complaints 
Bleeding, Lenients and Refrigerants ſhould 
be made uſe of (as in the firſt period of 
a Gonorrhæa,) to abate the inflamma- 
tion, then heal the ulcers that are within 
the Urethra by the following injection. 


Take 
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Take an ounce of barley, boil it in a 
pint of water, till one half be evaporated- 
then ſtrain it, and add to the liquor, the 
white Troches of Rhaſes one drachm, Su- 
gar of Lead one ſcruple, ſyrup of dried 
Roſes one ounce. To which ſhould be 
added, half an ounce of the following in- 
gredients made into a fine powder. 


Take of Lead two ounces, and Quick- 
filver two drachms, make them into a 
powder, and they are fit for uſe. 


Daran has introduced a new mode of 
cure for thofe complaints, which he calls 
Bougies, and in fome caſes they have pro- 
ved effectual, in others they have not had 
the defired effect. The method of making 


the Bougies follow. 


Take of common plaiſter, with Bur- 
gundy Pitch four ounces, Ouick-ſilver and 
crude Antimony finely levigated of each 
two ounces; the Quick- ſilver muſt be rub- 


1 


ed r 
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bed down in a little Balſam of Sulphur, 
but it muſt be mixed in the plaiſter with 


a deal of care, that is by degrees when it 
is not too hot, nor too cold, 


After the Quick-filver is properly mixt 
with the plaiſter, ſome ſlips of fine rags 
muſt be made ready to dip into the com- 
poſition, they muſt be from ſix to nine or 
ten inches in length, and about three 
inches broad; roll them up looſely, and, 
take hold of one end with your left hand, 
let it fall gently with the ſurface of the 
compoſition, then draw it out gradually, 
and as you raiſe it up it will unroll, and 
take up a ſufficient quantity of the plaiſter 
about the thickneſs of a wafer. 


The plaiſter muſt be about hot enough 
to ſoak through and diſcolour the rag, 
and the ladle in which it 1s melted ſhould 
be quite broad at the bottom, therefore a 
deep iron frying pan will anſwer the end 
exactly. The bubbles if any on the ſur- 


face 
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face of the rag, after being dipped can be 
ſmoothed with a ſpatula made alittle warm. 


One of theſe rags before-mentioned will 


make ſix Bougies, the beſt method to cut 


them is with a ſharp knife and a flat ſcale; 
or, ruler. After you have cut out the rag, 
you are then to ſlope a little bit from the 
end of it, of about an inch and half long, 
which when rolled will make them ſome- 
what taper. When you begin to roll them 
up, let the fide be outward that has the 
plaiſter on it and begin with your finger 
and thumb to do it as cloſe as poſſible, be- 
fore you finiſh their rolling on a piece of 
marble. 


Mr. Sharp, an eminent ſurgeon, aſſerts 
that the bougies may be applied 1n the 
extremeties of the ducts of the Proſtate 


Glands, the veſiculz ſeminales, the con- 


traction; or, ſtraitneſs of the Urethra, 
callous cicatrices and excreſcences, which 
had ariſen from former ulcers, Schirrus of 
Proſtate 
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Proſtatæ or viſiculæ ſeminales, and in a 
Schirrus or ſpongy enlargement of the ve- 
rumontanum and corpus ſpongioſum 
Urethra. 


If from any of the above diſorders there 
ſhould be a ſuppreſſion of urine, a cathe- 
ter ſhould be introduced if poſſible, and 
when it has entered the bladder to keep 
it in three or four days; after which the 
canal will perhaps admit a Bougie, then a 
ſuppuration may be procured, which muſt 
be perſiſted in. 


The method to introduce a Bougie, 1s 
to ſmear it over with ſome ſweet oil, that 
it may enter eaſily and not ſtimulate too 
miuch at firſt. The patient may either 
ſtand or he down in the poſture of being 
cut for the ſtone, the operator to graſp the 
Penis near the Glans, and extend it gently, 
that the Urethra may not be wrinkled, 
and then it will not meet with any impe- 
diment, only what may be occaſioned by 
the diſorder, 

E _ 
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After thus introducing the Bougie, it 
will be neceflary to ſecure it from ſlipping 
in too far, which may be done by faſten- 
ing a cotten ſtring to the end of it, and 
patled gently round the Penis. 


When the part is tender, it may be left 
in two or three hours in a day only at firſt, 
but if the patient feels no degree of pain 
it may be left in fix, or ſeven, and if he 
cannot bear it, it may be diſcontinued five 
or fix days, then try it again, ſome are 

able to wear it night and day, without any 
trouble or inconvenience whatever, and 
as they draw out one they introduce an- 
other, which 1s the only method for them 
to have effect, for the more ſuppuration 
is procured and the longer the Urethra is 
kept diſtended, the cure is more likely to 
be radical. When this cannot be com- 
plied with, the day is better for its uſe 
than the night, becauſe in the night, the 
Penis is more ſubject to erections. Two 
Bougies every day will anſwer the purpoſe, 

one 
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one in the morning, and the other in the 
evening. 


When the patient thinks himſelf well, 
he ſhould deſiſt gradually in the uſe of the 
Bougie, only to wear it two or three hours 
in a day, and then three or four times a 
week, after which it may be intirely left 
off: But if there remain a Gleet, or any 
obſtruction ſhould return in the Urethra, 
it will then be neceſſary to make uſe of it 
three or four weeks longer. 


During the uſe of the Bougie,, the pa- 
tient, ſhould rub into the Penis and all up 
to the Anus, about a drachm of ſtrong 
Mercurial Ointment every other night, or 
if the conſtitution be ſtrong, it may be 
uſed every night, this method has been 
known to diſſolve many large Callofities 
in an inſenſible manner

T cannot be well determined, in what 

manner a perſon is furniſhed with a 
Gleet, without aſcertaining the exact ſeat 
of a Gonorrhza, though it is the general 
aſſent that the Lacunæ of the Urethra are 
ulcerated in a Gonorrhæa, and altho' the 
faculty in general allow the exiſtence of 
ulcers during the running, yet they will 
not admit that a Gleet is the diſcharge of 
ſuch ulcers. 


For my part I firmly believe the run- 

ning, is not all of it a purulent matter, 
tho' I admit ſome part of it to be ſo, and 
other parts to proceed from the ſecretory 
organs, as alſo from the viſculz ſeminales, 
when they or their ducts are affected. For 
the 
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the diſcharge is produced in leſs time after 
the infection than is requiſite for the for- 
mation of matter in every other inſtance, 
and the appearance of matter is ſre- 
quently the firſt alarm in a Gonorrhæa, 
the ſcalding of urine and other ſymptoms 
of an inflammation and ulceration follow- 
ing two or three days after. 


When a perſon has taken the infection 
of a Gonorrhæa in a flight manner, it 
may be cured in a few days, but then de- 
pend on it the venereal poiſon has not had 
activity enough to bring on an ulceration 
of the Urethra, but only a mere invita- 
tion of the Lacunæ. And if we judge by 
analogy, the quantity of running in other 
caſes 1s generally much greater, than could 
be produced from a few ulcers in the Ure- 
thra. Of this we have ocular demonſtra- 
tion in woman ; for though the Gonorr- 
hæa be exceeding plentiful, yet upon the 
niceſt inſpection, we often cannot find the 
leaſt degree of ulceration of the Vagina; 


therefore 
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therefore if the running flowed from that 
part only, it is likely ſome of them would 
preſent themſelves to view. When the in- 
flammation continues violent, and the ul- 
cers extend themſelves, and the matter 
that flows is ſanious, and the ſecretory 
veſſels communicating with the ulcerated 
Lacunæ ſeparate a thinner fluid than 
uſual, tis then the poiſon operates more 


ſtrongly. 


Daran accounts for the effect of his 
Bougie in the Urethra, by its ſuppurating 
quality, in opening every unſound cicatrix 
and bringing them to make a diſcharge of 
the matter, that had been before locked 


up. 


CURE FOR A GLEET. 


THe uſe of the Bougie, as before re- 


commended, with now and then the 


following injection. 


Take 
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Take Roſe-water, two ounces, extract of 
Saturn, one drachm, mix them together for 
uſe. This is to be injected up the Urethra 
with an ivory ſyringe, but not Jo bigh as 
to go into the bladder. Or, take Lime- 
water, ten drachms, Mercurius D ulcis, 
one ounce, mix them well together in a pbial 


| for uſe. 


During the uſe of the above methods, 
the following Mint- water may be drank 
with ſucceſs, which is recommended by 


the learned Riverivs againſt obſtinate 
Gleets. 


Take the leaves of dried Mint, Dittany 
of Crete, and Orris-root of each two ounces, 
feeds of Agnus Caſtus, and Lettice, of each 

one ounce and half, White Wine two quarts, 
diſtill from an alembic in a bath heat. 


The doſe is two table ſpoonsful in a 
morning faſting, after taking the follow- 
ing pills. 


Take 
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Take of Gum Elm and of Maſtick, of 
each two ounces, Japon Earth, twenty 
grains with a ſufficient quantity of Balfam 
Capiva, make it into a maſs for pills. Two 
ſcruples of which is a doſe, to be taken 
every morning and evening, the Friars 
DRoes, are to be continued by their di- 


rection at the ſame time, till the cure 15 
per fected.

of CHANCRES. 


\HESE are ſmall eating ulcers in, 
or, about the pudenda, and appear 
with matter flowing from them. 


Their ſeat are about the Glans, Præ- 
puce, Frenum, body of the Penis, alſo in 
and about the Labia Vulvæ in women. 
After they have made their appearance 
ſome little time, they ſuppurate, and 
ſpread. 
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fpread farther, and they grow callous like 
horn. Sometimes they eat away the Fræ- 
num or ſtring of the Prepuce; and if nu- 
merous, threaten a mortification. There 
are a number of other eruptions, which 
appear about theſe parts that are deemed 
Chancres, but are improperly called ſo. 


Chancres are generally ſeated on the 
fine and tender covering, through which 
the -virulent Sanies, iſſues from the exul- 
cerated GEN IT ALS both of male and fe- 
male, The nipples of nurſes, * and the 
Lirs and TonGuts or PROSTITUTES,

*A lady put a child to be wet nurſed, to a woman in the 
country, and after the infant had been ſuckled about ſix or 
eight weeks, its mouth grew fore and eruptions began to fly 
out about its body and head, which alarmed the -nurſe, at 
laſt it came to its mother's ears, an apothecary was employed 
but to no purpoſe, as he did not know the riſe of the diſorder- 
but on ſending for a Phy/ician, he examined the nurſe, as well 
as the child, and he pronounced it Venereal ; accordingly he 
_ wrote for them ſeveral times, and the apothecary prepared 
the medicines, but they had no effect. At laſt a friend, 
{whom 1 had cured of a Venercal complaint) recommended

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are affected with them, and in the moſt 
deſperate caſes they frequently appear on 
the inſide of the thighs. 


If they grow callous, and the ulcer be 
very foul, touch them with the Lars 
INFERNALIS, Which will ſoon conſume 
the ſpongy fleſh, and take off rhe calloſity 
of the edges; 


If the ulcers are very foul, waſh them 
every day with the following mixture, 
which can be made ſtronger, or, weaker 
as you find occaſion. 


Take Corroſive Sublimate, one drachm, 
in fine powder. Elixir of Property, half an 
ounce, Lime W ater, three ounces, mix them 


ae in a bottle for uſe. 


Fea to that juſtly famous medicine the FRIARS DROPS, 
and according they took eight bottles of it, which eradicated 
the complaint, both from the child and nurſe, much to the 
great joy and comfort of the parents, who at the time they 
were afflicted could get no perſon to ſuckle the infant, there- 
fore was obliged to let it remain with the nurſe, or it muſt 
have been famiſhed for want as it could not cat. 


If 
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If they are likely to ſpread and don't 
yield to the common dreſſings, with the 
ointment of Baſilicon, and levigated Red- 
precipitate, make uſe of a fume of Cinna- 
bar, for I have known it to ſucceed beyond 
expectation in Chancres, ulcerations on 
the Glans, Preputium of men, as well as 
the Labia and Sinus Pudorus of women. 


To cauſe a revulſion, and keep the Ul- 
cers from ſpreading, take eight, or nine 
grains of Turpeth Mineral, made into a 
pill with conſerve of Hips, and work it 
off with Cammomile Tea made warm, go 
to bed immediately after it, and take great 
care of catching cold.

* THOUGH there are ſome grown

« them ſometimes troubled with a Phy- 
% moſis ; which might be ſuſpected to a- 
« riſe from a venereal taint, but has in 
« reality a much more innocent cauſe. 
« The prepuce round the Corona, which 
« ſecret an unctuous humour that paſſes 
through their excretory ducts : This 
«« humour ſometimes become acrimoni- 
« qgus, irritates the ſkin that covers the 
« glans, and the irritation extending to 
« the internal membranes of the foreſkin 
they both become fl amed, and ouze 

66 out 
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* out a perulent ſerum ; which can have 
* nodiſcharge while the glans are ſwelled 
* and the hole of the Penis is clofed. 
** Theſe diforders have been cured in a 
« few days, by frequently injecting wine 
* made warm which diſcharges the mat- 
* ter betwixt the nut of the yard, and the 
* foreſkin, and heals the parts affected. 
* It injections prove ineffectual, the ma- 
* nual operation muſt be performed.“ 


We find alſo ſome grown perſons, who 
though they have never uncovered the 
glans, have been ſubject to a Puy moss, 
from a venereal cauſe; In ſome people it 
is owing to a Gonorrhæa, where the mat- 
ter has lodged between the foreſkin and 
the nut of the yard, occaſions the ſame 
excoriations as the diſcharge before-men- 
tioned from the ſebaceous glands, this 
accident may be removed by injections, 
in others it often proceeds from pockey 
Chancres, of the prepuce glans, or the 
Frenum ; an inflammation enſuing either 

on 
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on one or the other contracts and 
prevents the diſcharge of the matter, Soon 
after the parts are much tumified, then 
follow a gangrene. 


In ſuch caſes injections will not be ſuf- 
ficient, but a waſh may be tried, and if it 
cannot be made ſerviceable, the operation 
mult be performed, which is as follows. 


Take hold of the extremity of the pre- 
puce with two fingers, and introduce a 
director at the orifice ; pals it on till the 
end of it touches the coronæ glandis. 
Then ſlide a ſtraight biſtory along the 
groove of the director, the point of which 
having reached the coronæ, cut through 
the prepuce from within outwards, and 
carry on the inciſſion in the ſame manner 
through the whole prepuce, by drawing 
the edge of the biſtory towards you: The 
inciſion muſt be begun on the ſide of the 
Penis. | 


The 
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The internal membrane of the prepuce 
ſhould be cut quite into the coronz, where 
it terminates ; and if it is not intirely di- 
vided by the firſt inciſſion, finiſh the oper- 
ation with the ſciſſars. This operation, 


is the very ſame with the circumciſion of 
the Jews.

Of a PARAPHY MOSIS. 


N this diſorder the præpuce or fore- 
ſkin, from its natural ſhortneſs, or 
morbid ſtricture, cannot be drawn over 
the glans, but remains contracted behind 
them. The glans are much inflamed, and 
very painful from the obſtruction of the 
bloods motion in the part affected, which 
if not ſpeedily remedied, will terminate 
into a mortification, if ſo the parts muſt 
be immediately amputated. Men who 
have a ſhort prepuce, are more ſubject to 
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a Paraphymoſis than thoſe who are not ſo, 
eſpecially if they are too intenſe in the 
embraces with women who have very 
ſtraight paſſages, particularly virgins; ſo 
that ſome men who have this diſorder are 
miſtaken, when they think it ariſes from 
an infection, contracted in deflowering 
their wives, when in reality it proceeds 
only from the natural ſhortneſs of their 
præpuce, being extremely narrow, and 
afterwards cauſing an erection, it cannot 
be returned over the diſtended glans; from 
whence a ſurpriſing tumour of the præ- 
puce behind the glands ſometimes ariſes. 


After this explication, I would not wiſh 
the reader to imagine that the Paraphy- 
moſis does not oftener ariſe from unclean 
women, the prepuce being inflamed in 
the act of coition, becomes tumefied by 
»mbibing the infectious matter. The Pa- 
raphymoſis is by the Germans, called a 
Spaniſh collar. 


The 
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The cure of this diſorder conſiſts chiefly 
in returning the contracted præpuce over 
the naked glans; which when done, the 
pain and other bad ſymptoms quickly va- 
niſh. But a violent inflammation is uſually 
the chief cauſe of its being ſo dicult to re- 
turn the præpuce in the height of the diſ- 
order, therefore it may be proper to make 
trial of piscUTIENT and EMOLLIENT Fo- 
MENTATIONS; or CATAPLASMS with 
SpIRIT of WINE CAMPHORATED, before 
you endeavour to draw over the præpuce 
which if it can be effected with propriety, 
all the other ſymptoms vaniſh in courſe. 
Sometimes bleeding, and a vomit of tur- 
peth mineral, will cauſe a revulſion, which 
will then enable you to draw the ſkin over 
the glans, firſt lubricating the fore-ſkin, 
with oil, or butter. 


If the tumefied Penis tends to mortify, 
through the violence of the inflammation, 
or long continuance of the diſeaſe, it will 
be moſt adviſeable to bleed the patient in 
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the arm, then in the Vena dorſalis Penis; 
in which laſt it ſhould be repeated 'till the 
tumour ſubſides, and then draw the præ- 
puce over the yard. ; 


Sometimes the præpuce 1s fo much di- 
ſtended with the ſerous part of the blood, 
that it appears like a bliſter raiſed by fire, 
or a veſicatory, ſeeming very pellucid, and 
conſpicuous to the eye. This is a great 
obſtruction to the reducing it into its for- 


mer ſituation, but by making a few punc- 


tures with a lancet to diſcharge the 
lymph, and afterwards to waſh it with 
warm wine, the præpuce may be extended 
over the glans as before, and then 


continue to waſh the parts with warm 
wine very often, 'till there 1s no danger of 
their adhering together. 


The ſame method of cure will be found 
ſalutary in a x Phymoſis. |

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CHAP. IX, 


Of Excreſſences of the FENTLIS, 
| and ANUS. 


HE venereal diſeaſe is oftentimes 
the cauſe of warts, and other excreſ- 
cences on the Penis, and their ſeat is va- 
rious. 


Oftentimes they are on the præpuce, 
and corona glandis, and ſometimes upon 
the body of the glans itſelf, they alſo are 
ſeated upon the labia vulvæ, and round the 
fundament of women.“ They in general

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reſemble fungous ſpongy fleſh, and very

Of Tubercles and Schirrus Cords, 


FT HE calloſity which oftentimes re- 

mains after healing chancres, is call- 
ed a Tubercle, which hinders the free play 
of the foreſkin over the glans. If they 
will not give way to ſtrong mercurial unc- 
tion, the operation muſt be performed by 
the knife, which 1s called circumciſion. 
Though ſtrong catharticks of the mereu- 
rial kind, may be made uſe of by way of 
revulſion. 


Tubercles which ariſe where there has 
been an ulceration, produce Schirrus 
| Cords, 
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Cords, which may be remedied by the me- 
thods above-mentioned. But I have found 
ſome of them give way to emolient cata- 
plaſms, after a proper uſe of the mercurial 
ointment, and a few ſtrong purges, which 
always ought to be tried before you at- 
tempt to do it by manual operation. 


Acid vapours have been found ſerviceable, 
to receive the ſteam of boiling vinegar 
upon the part affected, three or four times 
a day, but the ExTRacT of SaTuRN, if 


properly applied, will do wonders in re- 
ducing Tubercles. 


CHAP. XL 
Of a Confirmed Lues Venerea ; 


+ WH 
FRENCH POX. 
H E bad effects of the venereal diſ- 


order, are more pernicious to ſo- 
ciety than many others, Different diſ- 


eaſes 
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eaſes which attack mankind, very ofteri 
affect only individuals, and they are felt 
at intervals, whereas the LES VENEREA 
is every day renewed. 


The very ſource of life is tainted with 
it, and it deſcends from one generation to 
another, till it become co-eval with the 
world itſelf. 


What adds to its horrors is, that in 
proportion to its propagation, it often 
diſguiſes its appearance, and eludes all the 


perſuits of medical art. 


To preſerve the preſent generation to 
the ſtate, and to prepare it a future race 
which ſhall be more healthy and vigorous, 


are the objects of medicine, in the treat- 


ment of a diſeaſe which attacks men in 


the vigour of life, and deprives their coun- 


try of thoſe ſervices, and of thoſe deſcended 
from them, which ſhe had a right to ex- 
pect. Population and degeneration of the 


ſpecies 
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ſpecies are diminiſhed, and the ſtate de- 

prived of many valuable ſubjects. Theſe 

are the effects of this baneful difeaſe. In- 
deed the boaſted remedies of empiriciſm, 
have been as pernicious in their effects on 
ſociety, * as the venereal diſeaſe. It would 
therefore be a prudent ſtep in adminiſtra- 
tion, to adopt ſome method which may 
ſtop the progreſs of an evil which is ſo fatal 
to population. | 


From the firſt appearance of the Lues 
Venerea in Europe, the moſt ingenious 


* Particularly that baſe preparation called, WAaLKER's, 
JesviTs DRorPs, which by advertiſements and hand bills 
have been puffed off upon the unwary, and ignorant part of 
mankind: the pernicious effects of which, have been inſtrumental 
in KILLING more than the ſword. It is moſt certain they 
had their day, when Waker was living, but ſince, they have 
fell into the hands of Wire-drawers, Book-binders, and many 
others equally as IGNORANT IN MEDICINE, they ought to 
be diſcarded, and buried in oblivion. I therefore dare any 
one of the venders to prove that they ever perfected one cure

The patent has been extinct many years, and no perſon at 


this time can make them genuine. Thereſore the afflited

employed themſelves in inveſtigating the

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Many bold practitioners. have ventured 
to adminiſter corroſive ſublimate, made in 
pills, others order it to be. made into a ſo- 
lution, with proof ſpirit, ſpirit of ſalt, ſpi- 
rit of ſweet nitre, roſe water, common 
ſpring water, and the like. Pills prepared. — 
of the red precipitate. powder, of turpeth 
mineral, ſcammony, and the like dangerous 
and moſt draſtic preparations, ought to 
be taken from the venders and burnt un- 
der the gallows, by the common hangman,. 
and the ignoramus to be there tyed up and 
whipt naked for aſſuming to cure a dif- 
eaſe with ſuch dangerous remedies, par- 
ticularly wu aſked by any. perſon ac- 
quainted with pharmacy, how fuch. a drug 
will operate, whether as a ſudorific, dia- 
- phoretic, cathartic, aſtringent, emetic. &c. 
no- 
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no reaſonable anſwer can be obtained from 
ſuch impoſtors. 


Now that thoſe mercury men, (if I 
may be allowed the expreſſion,) may take 


a hint; I do aſſure them, that the uſe of 


their medicines for a length of time will 
often induce ſymptoms reſembling vene- 
real pains, particularly NocTURNAL ONES; 
and very often 1s the means of affecting 
the ſhin bones. 


Here then is the misfortune; the un- 


happy ſufferer ſtill thinking he has the re- 
mains of a diſeaſe, of which he probably 
never had the beginning, doubles his mer- 
curial doſes, and at the ſame time doubles 
his complaint; till at laſt nature being 
quite deſtroyed by mercury, he dies not of 
a real, but an imaginary diſeaſs. Thou- 
ſands have fallen into the-h@tds of thoſe 

_ deſperate pirates, who having hoifted their 
bloody flag, are determined with unre- 
mitting RESOLUT10N to give no quarter. 
How alarming muſt this be to men of 
H 2 teeling, 
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feeling, to think the legiſlature, takes no 
notice of ſuch murderers. 


The pernicious remedies that I have here 
mentioned occaſion two great inconve- 
niencies. Firſt, they do not deſtroy the 
venereal virus, but as I mentioned before 
are the ſource of diſorders in the whole 
animal œconomy, which in many caſes 
do not manifeſt themſelves till along ſpace 
of time. 


It is peculiar to the precipitate, to leave 
behind 1t pains in the ſtomach and bowels, 
which often continue during life.—The 
corroſive ſublimate and other ſuch re- 
medies, when they have not made violent 
impreſſions on the inteſtinal canal, and 
have been carried into the circulation, 
commonly leave intollerable pains in 
the head and limbs, ſtiffneſs of the 
Joints, and weakneſs of the muſcles. Theſe 
are not all, for when the venereal virus 
is badly extinguiſhed, and as it were trans- 


formed,

formed, it aſſumes another character than 

its natural one, and becomes ſo difficult 
to be diſtinguiſhed, that the moſt expe- 
rienced phyſician is often deceived. 


It is at that time the pains in the head, 
limbs, and joints are conſidered as rheu- 
matic or arthritic, inſtead of which they 
are the bad effects of the remedies before 
mentioned, which had ſeated themſelves in 
the membranous ſyſtem. Oftentimes erup- 
tions on the ſkin, conſidered as herpes; 
langour, ſyncope, * ſpaſms, and other 


* recollect a woman who had taken ſeveral pots of Wal- 
er's Mercurial Purging Remedy, as the venders call it; was 
taken with a ſyncope, ſhe was deprived of ſenſe and motion, 
and it was with the greateſt difficulty ſhe ever came to herſelf 
again though attended by a moit able phyſician, and at this 
time ſhe is hardly in her right ſenſes, or perhaps never may 
be more. So much for Walker's Grand Specific. 


The reaſon of its bringing on ſuch a terrible diſorder is ob- 
vious to every one ; for when the ſpiculz of the mercury, are 
not properly blunted, the ſharp points, will bring on ſpaſms 


and convulſive motions in the ſtomach and bowels, and even 
death itſelf, 


infirmities 
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infirmities ariſing from depraved ſenſi- 


bility ; ſchirrus tumours, ulcers; and in 


women profuſe whites ; all theſe have the 
fame origin. 


After the attack of accute diſeaſes ; the 
venereal virus eaſily changes its character: 
The remedies proper to cure theſe not 
having deſtroyed the venereal principle 


rendered them more dangerous, the re- 


covery is therefore often very tedious ; the 
patient wants appetite, is deprived of ſleep, 
becomes languid, and is productive of ob- 
ſtructions in the viſcera, &c. 


How many tertian quartan, and ano- 
malous intermittents have obſtructions in 
the liver, or, ſpleen for the proximate 
cauſe, and the venereal virus for the re- 
mote cauſe of the diſeaſe. 


Whether the latent cauſe of theſe dif- 
orders continue unknown, or whether its 
exiſtence is ſuſpected the inconveniency 


18 
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is the ſame: For in the laſt caſe recourſe 
is uſually had to mercury, which as it is 
commonly adminiſtered, will be always 
inefficacious, ſo that according to either 
hypotheſis, the feeble remains of life which 
the patients continue to enjoy, will be 
likely to become baneful to ſociety. The 
diſeaſe will be perpetuated, the ſucceeding 
generation will be empoiſoned at its very 
fource, and the children produced from 
theſe ſubjects will be liable to anchyloſes, 
exoſtes, rickets, ſcrophula, eruptions, 
ſcorbutic acrimony, and other bad diſ- 
eaſes. 


Here you have a true "picture, though 
not a very copious one of the bad effects 
of mercury, and of thoſe men-killers in 
whoſe hands it hath fallen. I don't mean

or RAG Falk, and if he obſerves any 
perſon to ſtop ; or, look about, he ſays, 
Walk in here, this is the only ſhop for

very right, it is the only ſhop in the world 
for any perſon to apply too if they are 
weary of their life.

are. I ſhall now proceed to finiſh the

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Afterwards Nopts ariſes on the ſkull, 
ſhin-bones, and bones of the arms, which 
in proceſs of time are attended with in- 
tollerable pain, particularly nocturnal 
when in bed, an inflammation comes on 
and at length they grow carious and pu- 
trefted. | 


Phagedenic ulcers hkewiſe affect various 
parts of the body, but their firſt riſe are 
in the throat, and from thence gradually 
creep by the palate to the cartilage of the 
noſe. which they deſtroy, and the noſe 
then drops down flat. 


The ſkin, particularly between the 
ſhoulders, arms, neck, and breaſt is co- 
vered with flat freckles of a purple yellow, 
ſometimes diſtinct {mall and round, and 
ſometimes more large and extended.

The hair falls off the head, and all parts 
of the body, the nails become rough and 
unequal, and ulcers ariſe which cauſes 


them to fall off. 
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Hardneſs of hearing, with a ſinging 
noiſe in the ears, attended with pain, whilſt _ 
the internal membrane is exulcerated, and 
rendered carious. 
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The fair ſex have many diſorders at- 
tending this loathſome diſeaſe, ſuch as 
cancers in the breaſt, a ſuppreſſion of the 
menſes, and ſometimes an overflowing of 
them. Abſceſs, ſchirrus, gangrene, ulcer 
and cancer of the womb, which cauſes 
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them to be barren, or ſubject to abortion; 


or, their children if any have an univerſal 


eryſipelas, half rotten, and covered with 
ſcabs and ulcers.

E N have parts in generation which 
1 afford matter for the ſeed, which 
is the ARTERIZ SPER MATIC; others 
carry back into the blood what is ſuper- 
fluous to the making of ſeed, and to the 
nouriſhment of the teſticles, and theſe 
are the VEN A SPERMATICZ#; and both 
theſe arteries and veins were formerly 
called vaſa preparantia : Some make the 
ſeed, as the ſtones, ſome convey 1t from 
thence to its conſervatory, as the vaſa de- 
ferentia ; others contain the ſeed till the 
time of copulation, and theſe are the veſi- 
culæ ſeminalis ; ſome diſcharge the ſeed 
into the womb in coition ; which is done 
by the Penis, and thoſe are the proſtates. 
For 
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For the better information of the cu- 
rious I ſhall proceed to give an account of 
the preparing veſſels, the arteries, veins 
and their union. 


The arteries are two, and ſpring from 
the trunk of the Aon A, commonly two 
fingers breadth under the emulgents, not 
from its ſide but out of its fore part, the 
right whereof climbing over the trunk of 
the Vena cava, runs obliquely to the 
vein of the ſame ſide; as alſo on the left 
which goes to the vein of that ſide. 


The Veins are two: The right ariſes 
uſually from the trunk of the VERENA cava, 
a little below the emulgent ; the left from 
the emulgent itſelf, for otherwiſe it muſt 
have gone over the AoRTA, whereby it 
might have been in danger of breaking ; 
or rather by the continual pulſe of artery, 
the recourſe of the vinal blood might have 
been retarded, 


Both 
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Both theſe veins and arteries a little 
after their riſe meet, and are inveſted both 
in one membrane made of the PERITO- 
NE UM, and then run ſtraight through 
the region above the ureters; as they go, 
beſtowing little ſlips here and there upon 
the Peritonzum, between whoſe dupli- 
cature they deſcend, and ſo arrives at its 
_ proceſs. The veins divide into many 
branches, then inoſculate and unite a- 
gain ; but the arteries go along by one 
pipe only on each fide, until within three 
or four fingers breadth of the ſtones, 
where each 1s divided into two branches, 
the lefs whereof runs to the EyxiDipdyMis, 
the larger to the Tefticle. And as I men- 
tioned before that they deſcended betwixt 
the membranes of the PxxiTon zum, fo 
they paſs into the Sc Ro UM between them, 
not perforating the inner in the proceſs, 
as in dogs and other creatures, wherein 
the proceſſes of the PERITONÆUM are 
hollow like a quill ; but in men the inner 
membrane of the Peritonæum ſhuts the 

hole, 
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hole, leſt the inteſtines fall by it into the 
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cod ; of which there 1s great danger, on 
account of a man's walking directly per- 
pendicular, 


It has been taught by the ancients that 


there are divers inoſculations of the arte- 


ries with the veins in their paſſage, where- 
by the vinal and arterial blood are mixt ; 


but this opinion is now juſtly exploded, 
for that granting the circulation of the 


blood it is impoſſible. For the blood in 
the arteries deſcends towards the Teſticles, 


and that in the veins aſcends from them, 
ſo that if theſe two veſſels ſhould open 
into the other, the blood in one of them 
muſt needs be driven back; or elſe ſtag- 


nating, diſtend and break the veſſels. 


But the truth 1s, the blood both for the 
nouriſhment of the TRS TICIES and the 
making of SEED flows down by the arte- 
ries only, and that in_an even undivided 
courſe, without any of thoſe twirlings like 
the 
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the tendrals of the vines, as have been 
mentioned by many anatomiſts, who 
were very wrong in their conjections. 


The veins bring back from the teſticles 
what blood remains from their nouriſh- 
ment and making of ſeed, and theſe indeed 
come out of their inmoſt membrane by 
almoſt innumerable roots by which they 
imbibe the ſaid blood, and are moſt ad- 
mirably intervoven and inoſculated one 
with another till about four or five fingers 
breadth above the TESTICILES, which 
ſpace is called Coreus PYRAMIDALE, 
PLExXUS PAMPINIFORM1S; or Varicoſus, 
and theſe veins do not prepare the ſeed but 
only bring back what 1s ne from 
the making it. 


And indeed the AR TERIESs in men do 
not more merit the name of præparantes 
in reſpect of ſeed, than the Oeſophagus in 
reſpect of chyle, or the Doucrus THOR a- 
CIUS CHYLIFERUS1N regard to the blood;

for their blood acquires no ſenſible alter- 


ation till it come to the TzsT1cLEs them- 
ſelves. But however we continue the old 
names, declaring only againſt the reaſon 
of them. And to finiſh this diſcourſe of 
the preparing veſſels, &c. I ſhall only note 
two things more; Firſt, that the 8p ERMA- 
TIC VEINS have from their riſe to their 
end ſeveral VAaLves which open upwards, 
through which the blood aſcends towards 
the Cava, but not to return back again. 
Secondly, that though the ſpermatic ar- 


teries go ſuch a direct courſe in men as I 


havebefore mentioned; yet in quadrupedes 
they are more complicated and twiſted 
with the Veins, but without any anaſto- 
moſis of one into the other. There are 
beſides what I have here mentioned; 
NERVES and LyYMPHEDUCTS, that ac- 
company theſe VAsA PRAPARANTIA.

Of the Genitals in Wom E N. 


IAVIN G given a definition of the 
1 parts miniſtring to generation in 
men. I now proceed to thoſe of women; 

in deſcribing of which it has been the 
method of divers anotamiſts to begin firſt 
with the outer parts of the privity: but 

to oblerve as much as poſſible the ſame 
order in women as I have in men, I ſhall 
firſt begin with the ſpermatic vellels, 


which are of two ſorts, Ax TERIES and 


VEINS, 


L 2 The 
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The Arteries are two, as in men. They 
ſpring from the great artery a little below 
the emulgents and paſs down the TesTrs 
not by ſuch a direct courſe as in men, but 
with much twirling and winding amongſt 
the veins, with which they have no inoſ- 
culation, as has been taught. But for all 
their winding, when they are ſtretched 
out to their full length, they are not fo 
long as thoſe of men; becauſe in them 
they deſcend out of the ABpomen into 
the ScrRoTUM, but in women they have 
a far ſhorter. paſſage, reaching only to the 
TesTEs and womb within the ABpoMenN. 


The veins are two, arifing, as in men, 
the right from the trunk of the Cava, a 
a little below the emulgent, the left from 
the emulgent itſelf. In their deſcent they 
have no more windings than in men, and 
therefore are conſiderably thorter. 


Both the AR TEk1Es and VI xs as they 
paſs down are covered with one common 
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coat from the PrriIToN ZUM ; and near 
the TrsrEs they are divided into two 
branches, the upper whereof is implanted 
into the teſticle by a tripple root ; and 
the other. 1s ſubdivided below the teſtes 
into three twigs, one of which goes to the 
bottom of the womb, another to the tuba 
and round ligament, the third going by 
the ſides of the womb under its common 
membrane, ends in 1ts neck, where it 1s 
intervoven with the hypogaſtric veſſels 
like a net. By this way it is that the 
MENSTROUA ſometimes flow in women 
with child for the firſt months, and not 
out of the inner cavity of the uterus : but 
yet the blood does not flow ſo much at 
that time by the SpERMATIC ARTERIES 
as by the hypogattric. 


The uſe of the ſpermatic veſſels are to 
miniſter to the generation of ſeed accord- 
ing to the doctrine of the ancients ; but 
nutrition of the eggs in the OvaRIia or 
TxsSTEs according to the modern doc- 

— 
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trine, the nouriſhment of the Færus, 
and of the matrix itſelf, and the expurga- 
tion of the Mxnsts; in as much as blood 
is conveyed by the ARTERIEs to all thoſe 
parts they leave what is to be ſeperated ac- 
cording to the law of nature, the remain- 
ing blood returning by the veins,
